Sub jict,— Imports fr&m U.S,A> against U.S. AID licences . 

No* 18-ITO(PN)/72. —Attention is invited to the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
Public Notice No* 17-ITC(PN)/71, dated 8th February, 1971 setting out the condi¬ 
tions governing imports against licences granted under U. S. AID Loan No. 880* 
H-207. The applicability of these conditions was emended to licences granted 
under U. S. AID Loan No. 386-H/212 under Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No. 107~ITC(PN)/7l, dated 24th August. 1971. 

2. Consequent on the suspension of U. S. Non-project AID no letter of credit 
authorisation under U. S. AID will be issued until further orders. It has also 
been decided to withdraw with immediate effect the provision contained in para 
V(b) of Appendix to the Public Notice No. 17-ITC(FN)/71, dated the 8th Febru¬ 
ary, 1971 (and corresponding provisions in the relevant Public Notices 
relating to U. S, AID Non-Project Loan issued earlier) which permits importers 
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to avail of credit facilities offered by U. S. Suppliers, Importers, holding valid 
import licences issued under U. S. AID Non-project Loans and who have so far 
not established irrevocable letters of credits against them but desire to make 
imports should hereafter apply to the Controller of Aid Accounts, Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) indicating the following particulars:— 

1. Name of the importer. 

2. Industry/Manufacture. 

3. Particulars of import licence:— 

(i) No. and Date. 

(11) Value (Ra.). 

(Hi) Date upto which valid. 

4 Brief description of goods to be imported. 

5. The end product/uses of the goods to be imported and urgency thereof. 

6. Names of alternative sources of supply. 

It will not be necessary to enclose Bank Guarantee with such applications. 
Bank Guarantees, should be furnished, if called for by the Controller of Aid 
Accounts, Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs), New Delhi, 
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Subject.— Import of spare parts by actual users and registered exporters , 

No. ld^ITC(FN)/72. — It has been decided to make the following amendments 
in the import policy for spare parts pertaining to actual users and registered 
exporters as contained in the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book—Vol. I) 
for the period April 1971—March 1972 and paragraph 64 of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1971:— 


(1) In the case of actual users in the large scale sector, the value of repeat 
licences for spare parts issued in terms of paragraph 5 of Section I 
of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book—VoL I) for the period 
April 1971—March 1972, will he reduced by the licensing authorities 
by one-third. Accordingly repeat licences in terms of the aforesaid 
policy to actual users in the large scale sector will be issued for a 
value equal to two-third of the value of previous licences. 


(2) The import of permissible spare parts small tools precision and measu¬ 
ring tools including spare parts or machine tools against licences 
for raw materials end components will be allowed to the extent of 
only 10 per sent of the face value of the licence within the overall 
value of the licence as against 25 per cent laid down in sub-para¬ 
graph 84(1) (b) of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
hnd Procedure, 1971. This restriction will also ibe applicable to 
licences issued to actual users under the import policy for registered 
exporters and in their ease, the facility of importing spare parts for a 
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value equal to 5 per sent of the f.o.b. value of exports in respect of 
which import licence has been issued as contained in sub-paragraph 
84(3) (i) of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1971 will also no longer be available. 


2. In the case of consolidated licences for raw materials, components and spares 
issued to actual users engaged in non-priority industries, the licence-holders 
will be permitted to import spare parts against such licences not exceeding 10 
per cent of the face value of the licence within the overall value of the licence. 
Within this value, the licensee can import restricted spare parts listed in Appen¬ 
dix 3 of the Red Book (Vol. I) for April 1971—March 1972 for a value not exceed¬ 
ing 12J per cent thereof subject to a maximum of Rs. 25,000 the import of a single 
Item not exceeding Rs. 2.000 in value. This reJtriction shall not apply to the 
shipments made against irrevocable letters of credit opened on or before the 
date of this Public Notice. 


3. The import policy for spare parts for the period April 1971—March 1972 
may be deeiped to have been amended accordingly.
